makes the total composite increase 
of 1 3.2 per kilowatt hour for 44 
representativ e municipal plants in 
Missouri from 1 91 4-1 921. 


A surv ey of 132 priv ately own­ 
ed electric light power plants in 
Missouri shows that in the same 
period, 1914-1921, 81, or 61 per 
cent of the total, increased rates 
24.5; 33, or 25 per cent of the total, 
did not increase rates and 1 8, or 14 
per cent, actually decreased rates. 
For the total 132 representativ e 
priv ately owned electric plants ihe 
total composite rate of increase per 
kilowatt hour was 12.09 as com­ 
pared with the total composite in­ 
crease of 15.2 for municipal plants.

MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC PLANTS 


INCREASE RATES IN MISSOURI 


Survey Shows That Total Com­ 


posite Increase Is 15.2 For Mun­ 


icipals As Against 12.9 


For Private Owned 


Companies 


Advocates of Municipal owner­ 
ship of public utilities hold that pri­ 
vately owned utilities increased 
rates 1914-1921, that municipally 
owned utilities did not increase 
rates. 
What are the facts in Missouri? 
A survey of 44 representative 
municipally owned and operated- 
electric plants in Missouri shows 
that 26 or 60 per cent thereof have 
increased lighting rates 32 per cent 
per kilowatt hour, that I > did not 
make any changes in rates 1914 
1921 and that live, or I I per cent, 
reduced rates 2 I per cent. 
I his 
makes the total composite increase 
of I 5.2 per kilowatt hour for 44 
representative municipal plants in 
Missouri from 1914-1921. 
A survey of 132 privately own­ 
ed electric light power plants in 
Missouri shows that in the same 
period, 1914-1921, 61, or 61 per 
cent of the total, increased rates 
24.5; 33, or 2 5 per cent of the total, 
did not increase rates and I 6, or I 4 
per cent, actually decreased rates. 
For the total j 32 representative 
privately owned electric plants the 
total composite rate of increase per 
kilowatt hour was I 2.09 as corn- 
pared with the total composite in­ 
crease of 15.2 for municipal plants. 
The following 26 representative 
municipal electric light and power 
plants in Missouri increased rates
